Dr.' Marshall Price. 01 State Board Of 
Health, Finds 15 Cases Al Cris- 
lleld And Marion. 

Dr. Mandial langdon I’rice, of the Stale 
liouni of IleHltli, retnmixl to Baltimore Wed- j 
iiesday from Sisnerset cxmnly, where he Iwd 
been iiuiiilring into an oiitbnak of smallpox, 
which prevails at Crislield, Marion Station j 
ami at otlier isintiguoiis [xiints. Dr. I’rice' 
said till* residents of Crislield are miicli 
wnaiglit up over Uie londilion in tliat town, 
and .scxne of tliem, in fear ot a'further spreiul 
of Uie disHLse, liave left the pUue. 

Dr. I’rice .stated Tliiirsday Uiat tie Uiougtit I 
Uie [leople were unduly friglilened, as he liad I 
no uppreliension of a great epidemic, as the 
warm weather would liave a U'lidency to | 
check the spniid of tlie disetuse.

The Fiddle OrlU. 

The "fiddle drill" Is one of tbe oldest 
atonecutting tools In existence. It Is 
said to^ nntetlute Greek sculpture and 
Is In use today In about tbe same form 
as It was 2.000 years ago. As Its name 
Implies, Its action resembles a fiddle. 
The drill Is of two pieces. In one band 
a carver bolds Uie drill stock, which la 
like a carjienter’s brace, except that It 
Is straight Instead of having a crank. 
In the other hand he holds the “bow," 
which Is strung with a brass wire and 
which Is given a turn around tbe drill 
stock. To use the drill the carver 
places the drill stock against his breast 
holding It with his left band, and with 
his right he dniws tbe bow back and 
forth, fiddle fashion. This Imparts a 
rotary motion to the drill stock, and 
the drill Is ground to cut In either way 
It turns. Tbe tlddle drill is used In tbe 
finest work. In crevices where the 
sculptor could not reach with his chisel 
and hammer without endangering tbe 
carving.

The hearing of the prisoners 
before Police .lostioe W. A. Trader, whlcl\ 
was set for Monday was indefinitely pent-,, 
pond. No date has yet been fixed bat it is 
thought it will be held early next week. El- 
legood, Freeny and Wailes will probably ap¬ 
pear to defend the prisoners.

He stated to a Baltimore Herald | 
reporter that he had, witliout duulrt, estab¬ 
lished the Identity of two of tire y eggmen. j 
Bradley, it is stated, is tire best informed man 
in tire Baltimore police department on yegg- 
men affairs. He was sent to Salisbury by re¬ 
quest of Ins|>ector Maxwell, who tielieved the 
five men wen; inme otlier tluin lliow* wlro 
have Ireeii o|)erating nil along Uie eastern 
coast.

Onr lesson today opens with the 
statement that the apostles, returning 
from their mission (Matt z, 5-8), gath¬ 
ered together unto Jesus and told Him 
all things, both what they had done 
and what they bad taught. This way 
of telling Jesus everything, all sorrows 
and all Joys, all words and all deeds. Is 
the secret of all true rest and happi¬ 
ness.
